DEADLOCK IN 
LONDON MEET 
NOW FEARED 


Several Suggestions Made! 
Which May Bring Bet- 
ter Results

LONDON, Feb. 17.—-The French 
naval remains unchanged 80 
far, demanding « total tonnage of 
about 725,000 by 1936, and indicating | 
a building program of 240,000 tons in 
that period. It was intimated today | 
that at none of the conferences be-| 
tween the delegations to the naval 
conference, have any of the powers 
modified the figures they have sub- | 
mitted as their naval needs. | 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—The naval con-| 
ference has reached the turn of the/ 
road. Days of optimism have been 
succeeded by days of doubt. The 
pessimist already speaks of failure and 
foresees not reduction of armaments, 
but rather the possibility of another 
naval race. 

The Rt. Hon. Arthur Henderson, 
the foreign secretary, in a week-end |

“hope and confidence.” He looks for- | 
ward to the time when as the ultimate 
result the big battleship and the sup- 
marine will disappear from the seas.

EQUALIZE EMPLOYMENT 

The experiences of the present winter 
carry one moral which the city council 
should not forget when summer comes 
again.

GET THE FACTS TO THE PUBLIC 


Apparently the chief reason why the 
legislature turned down Mr. s 
proposal—that a monthly statement v6 
the provincial finances be published in the 
Alberta Gazette—was that this has never 
been done. If there were any substantial 
objections to the proposal—except that it 
was something new—they failed to get 
the emphasis that was due them. 

Mr. Duggan’s amendment, which car- 
ried, will greatly improve the present 
arrangement, It provides that a financial 
statement up to the end of December is to 
be put before the members in the early 
days of the following session, which com- 
meaty opens in February. At present the 
members have no official statement re- 
garding financial transactions which have 
occurred since the close of the last fiscal 
year—March, 1929. 

This change is to the good so far as it 
goes, but it does not go far enough. The 
information thus compiled will be avail- 
able to the members, but it will not be 
available to the public except as it is 
passed along by the newspapers. And the 
hewspaper reader, swamped by volumin- 
ous reports of the proceedings in the leg- 
islature, will likely pay little attention to 
it. 

There is need at this time of some 
means by which the facts as to the finan- 
cial position of the province will be put be- 
fore the public officially and frequently. 
Only so will those facts “sink into” the 
public consciousness. A monthly state- 
ment would accomplish this result. An an- 
nual statement will not. 


THE COAL BRANCH HIGHWAY 

Letters which are published in another 
column of this issue present some detailed 
information as to the need and cost of 
the highway that is being asked for by the 
residents of the communities along the 
Coal Branch railway. As thus set out, the 
project is in the nature of a long,awaited 
and much-needed improvement which 
can be provided at cost that is trifling in 
pomiparieon to the total expenditure on 
roads and in comparison to the revenue 
which the province draws from the dis- 
trict.

Many barbers will be thrown out 
of work by the new regulations be- | 
cause of a provision that no person | 
with tuberculosis, among other dis- | 
eases, may work in a barb shop. 

Rules Called Necessary } 

Dr. Williams said such strict re- 
quirements were deemed necessary for 
the protection of the public health. 
The rules will be rigidly enforced, he 
sald, and violators will be punished. 

For infractions, the rules provide, 
for a fine of not less than $10, nor} 
more than $100, imprisonment in the 
county jails for not less than ten, nor 
more than 90 days, or both fine and 
imprisonment, The board also has the 
right to revoke licenses. 

Every barber shop shaving mug in 
the state 1s included in the ban and 
must be taken from the shops and 
into oblivion, 

The hair of a man or woman will 
not be brushed im a barber shop, 
barber college or beauty parlor, "! the 
regulations are followed. Combs alone 
will be used, but the board will permit 
a barber to use a perforated brush in 
giving a tron a shampoo, 

Everything in the shop that is used 
on a patron, with the possible excep- 
tion of the bootblack’s brush, must 
be sterilized before being used on) 
another patron. | 

No longer may a barber sweep his 
powder brush across your neck when 
he ts about to turn you loose for your | 
regular dilities, He can put the 
powder on your neck with a towel or 
a@ piece of paper, but the towel must 
be laundered before {it is used again 
and the paper must be thrown away 

Must Be Sterilized 

The board left the barber his shav- 
ing brush, but the brush must be 
sterilized before it is used on the nexi 
patron. Shaving cream or powder is

Every shop must have hot and cold 
running water. Dipping water from 4 |

Everything in the shop must be 
kept clean and the shop must be well | 
heated. When a patron’s hair falls | 
on the floor, as it 4oes when a barber | 
is working on his most difficult job. | 
the hair must be swept from the floor | 


| atonce. The head rest on every chair | 


must be covered with > towel or clean | 
lece of paper, and if the towel comes 
n contact with the tron’s skin it | 
must be sterilized before being used 
on another patron. 

Every cuspidor in the shop must be 
cleaned at least once dafly, Spitting 
on the floor is prohibited, No person | 
with a contagious disease, al] of which 


are specifically mentioned, may work 
in a shop, Any patron having a sus- 
picious looking eruption on his skin 
must not be served. 

Medicated sticks cannot be used in 
stopping the flow of blood of some 
patron who has been cut in the 
process of shaving. The medicated 
material must be in liquid form, 

In dusting a patron's neck the 
barber may, if he prefers to do so, use 
an individual paper neck duster 
instead of a towel, but woe to the 
barber who usese the same * ‘vidual 
neck duster on another patron. 

Distilled water ts recommended for 
fee ia a shop, if the ordinary water is 
hard. 

The regulations provide that every 
barber, in renewing his license, 11ust 
present a certificate from a physician 
stating that the applicant {fs free from 
contagious diseases. Numerous other 
regulations are provided
